WASHINGTON, D.C., June 6.—When Donald Nelson 
took charge of the largest production project in history he

Nelson reflected, could not fight 
today with weapons to be made 
next year or two years from now, 
So he took a desperate step He 
cancelled all munitions projects 
which could not start producing at 
latest by July 1, 1943.

OTTAWA, June 6.—(CP)—Reduc- 
tion of airgraph rates to members 
of the armed forces overseas, exten- 
sion of the service to include mes- 
sages to civilians in the United 
Kingdom, and introduction of a new 
air letter for use in communication 
with the armed forces abroad was 
announced today by Postmaster 
General Mulock, 

The changes are effective June 15. 

The present airgraph rate of 10 
cents a message to soldiers, sailors 
and airmen in Britain or the Middle 
East is cut to six cents. 

The airgraph messages sent to 
civilians will cost 15 cents each, 

The new airletter will be a 10- 
cent service, and may be sent to 
members of the Canadian, British or 
Allied forces anywhere in the 
world.

Several Battleships, 
Carriers, Transports,

PEARL HARBOR, Hawaii, June 6.—(BUP)—A major 
Japanese fleet is withdrawing under relentless attack with 
battleships, aircraft carriers, cruisers and transports dam- 
aged after a humiliating and possibly disastrous defeat near 
Midway island, United States Admiral Chester W. Nimitz 
announced today. 

“As more reports come in it appears that the enemy’s 
damage was very heavy in- 
deed, involving several 
ships in each of the carrier, 
battleship and _ transport 
classes,” he said. 

The communique appar- 
ently said that several car- 
riers, several battleships, 
several cruisers and several 
transports had been dam- 
aged, making a total of eight 
to 12. 

At Honolulu a navy spokes- 
man said today that Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz’ reference 
to “several” Japanese ships 
damaged in each class in the 
Midway naval battle referred to ‘more than one” 
each of four classifications. 


Definite Invasion Attempt Is Seen

A. C. Srown, 
D.F.C., sank or damaged 42 ships 
off the Nerwegian, Netherlands, 
Belgian and French coasts, 

In the Mediterranean five enemy

In all offensive and defensive 
operations in the two theatres the 
R.A.F, destroyed 283 enemy aircraft 
—96 in Europe and 187 in the Mid. 
dle East—for the loss of 301, Euro- 
pean losses were 194, those in the 
Middle East 107. 

The month brought a reduction in 
the scale of attacks on the Mediter- 
ranean island of Malta whose de- 
fences accounted for 114 enemy air- 
craft, 

Against Germany and _  Nazi- 
occupied territory the bomber com- 
mand was able to operate only nine 
days and 10 nights.

The present steel demands of this 
continent are almost beyond imag- 
ination, Shipyards, munitions fac- 
tories and railways all cry out for 
steel and could use far more than 
it is possible to produce. The only 
way to provide enough steel for 
Vital munitions industries is to 
starve all civilian industries, even 
to starve the railways. This wil be 
done 

Here the United States is run- 
ning into the grave problems of 
priorities. The present system of 
distributing vital war materials has 
broken down, Too much steel is 
going to one factory, not endugh to 
another, Somehow civilian in- 
dustries have gone short. A new 
system of allocating materials is 
being worked out now and will 
shortly become operative. Perhaps 
it will even go so far as to seize 
supplies of vital materials already 
received by civilian industries.

MONTREAL, June 6—(CP)— 
Judge Edouard Archambault took 
under advisement today until 
Sune 12 a defence objection rais- 
ed at the arraignment of Rene 
Chaloult, Liberal member of the 
Quebec legislative assembly, on a 
charge laid under the Defence of 
Canada regulations, 

The hearing then was adjourned 
fo that date without a plea being 
entered by Mr. Chaloult to the 
charge, which arose from a public 
address made here May 19. Justice 
Minister St. Laurent announced in 
parliament May 27 that proceedings 
would be instituted against the 
Quebec member, who represents 
Lotbiniere in the assembly. 


SEVERAL OBJECTIONS 

Defence counsel, Fernand Cho- 
quette of Quebec and Philippe 
Monette of Montreal, raised several 
objections to the charge, first ask- 
ing whether the complaint was au- 
thorized by the minister of justice 
as required by Article 39 of the 
defence regulations, 

A second objection was raised 
regarding the choice of a jury trial 
or by means of summary convic- 
ion, 

The third objection, which 
Judge Archambault took under 
advisement, concerned a defence 
claim that the charge listed eight 
accusations, Mr. Choquette con- 
tended that each of the accusa- 
tions should be a separate com- 
plaint. 


Gerald Fauteux, crown prose- 
cutor, said the complaint was word- 
ed as prescibed by the Defence of 
|Canada Regulations Act, but there 
was only one violation of the law. 


CHARGES IN COMPLAINT 


The complaint charged Mr. Chal- 
oult with making declarations and 
affirmations before several thou- 
sand persons which would cause 
disaffection to the King; prejudice 
the success of His Majesty's armies 
and the armies of the Allied Nations 
and their associates; prejudice re- 
cruiting and training and discipline 
of His Majesty's armies; prejudice 
the security of the state and the 
successful prosecution of the war. 


The complaint said the state- 
ments were made at and during 
a speech delivered by the accused, 
which was quoted substantially 
in a 10-page typewritten report 
attached to the complaint. 


Mr. Monette said the use of the 
word “substantially” indicated the 
report was not a short-hand ver- 
batim transcription, 


OBJECTION DISMISSED 

In answer to the first objection 
raised by the defence, Crown Prose- 
cutor Fauteux produced authoriz- 
ation |from the justice minister to 
procaid with the prosecution. Judge 
Arch@pbault dismissed the second 
objectton when the crown prose- 
cutor argued that the complaint in- 
dicated that the crown had chosen 
the summary conviction trial. 

Mr. Monette said that British 
justice recognized the right of an 
accused person to appear before a 
jury, adding it would he in the 
best public interest if the crown 
would grant the right for a jury 
trial, 

The case had been placed in the 
hands of Chief Crown Prosecutor

Defence of Canada Regulations.”

One refugee reported that when 
a Greek woman asked a German 
official for permission to use some 
local milk for babies, she was told 
the Greek milk supply was hardly | 
sufficient to meet the wants of Ger- | 
man aviators stationed in Athens 
German soldiers raid the potato 
patches which the Greeks plant for 
themselves. 

Italian authorities have been less | 
indifferent to the needs of the 
Greek populace, but the severe food 
shortage in Italy has left little sur- 
plus for relief work among the 
Greeks. 

The public kitchens are main- 
tained by relief organizations and 
are serving more than 600,000 
persons in Athens—about three- 
fourths of the population—with a 
daily meal containing olive oil, 
rice and dried vegetables.

The court- 
yards of the morgues are filled 
with naked bodies. Three hundred

reporting the deaths so that they | 
won't have to surrender the bread 
cards of the deceased. 


Food prices on the black market 


have leaped to such heights that 
only the wealthy can afford to 
buy food. Beans, which cost less 
than 12 cents a pound before the 
war, for example, now cost as 
much as $6.60 a pound, Food has 
disappeared everywhere but on 
the black market. 

Moral bankruptcy, with a wave 
of criminality, accompanies the 
famine. Athens authorities report 
50 times more crimes than a year 
ago. 

“To delay death from starvation, 
the Greeks are using every means, 
legal, illegal or criminal,” one quali- 
fied observer reported. “All crimes 
are committed by the starving. The 
habitual criminals have long since | 
died of starvation in prison.”

TORONTO, June 6.— (CP)—J. 
W. G. Clark, director of public 
relations for the national defence 
department, last night described

“TURN TO HELP” 


Three Defence Ministers 
Approve Expedition Of 


Canadians 


OTTAWA, June 6—(CP)—The British government's

proposal that Canada send an expedition to help defend 
Hong Kong met with almost immediate approval by the Do- 
minion’s three defence ministers, it is disclosed in the ap- 
pendix to Chief Justice Sir Lyman Duff's report on his in- 
quiry into dispatch and organization of the force. The docu- 


ada to send two infantry battal- 
fons to the Far East colony was 
received Sept. 19 last year, For 
security reasons it was not in- 
cluded in the report. 

The matter came before the war 
eommittee of the cabinet Sept. 23 
and was approved, subject to con- 
currence by Defence Minister Rals- 
ton, who was at that time in Los 
Angeles. 


MINISTERS’ EVIDENCE 


The evidence of Defence Minister | 


Ralston, Air Minister Power and 
Navy Minister Macdonald “shows 
explicitly that to them, and to the 
war committee as a whole, the pro- 
posal summarizes what they re- 
garded as reasons of great weight 
which, taken together with the 
broader considerations that as men- 
tioned by them in their evidence, 
dictated an affirmative answer.” 
said the appendix to Sir Lyman’s 
report. | 

Following are quotations 
the ntinisters’ evidence: 

COL. RALSTON—"It seemed as/| 
if it was Canada’s turn to help. 
That is to say, Australia had been 
doing a great deal in Libya and 
elsewhere; the New Zealanders had 
been in Crete; and the South Afri- 
cans had been in Abyssinia. I am 
not sure whether I knew that the 
Australians had gone to Singapore 
or not. Then the United States had 
strengthened their garrisons in the 
Philippines, and that ‘also influ- 
enced us in connection with it.” 

MAJ. POWER—“I do not think 
there was ever any question really 
or any discussion as between Gen 
Crerar (Lt..Gen. H. D. G. Crerar, 
then chief of general staff) and 
myself as to any reason why we 
should not take it on. It struck me 
as being the only thing to do, and 
I suppose it struck Gen. Crerar that 
way too; at least I took it for grant. 
ed that it did.” 

MR. MACDONALD—"I do not 
think anyone could contemplate in 
the circumstances of the time, nega- 
tive answer to the request. I do not 
think it was thinkable for this 
country to offer 4 negative answer 
to the request of the United King- 
dom.”

It was also considered that, even 
in the event of war, the situation 
of the Hong Kong garrison was not 
hopeless since naval forces in the 
Pacific were being strengthened. 


EXPECTED NAVAL AID 

“In the event of a Japanese at- 
tack on Hong Kong it was consid- 
ered reasonable to expect that the 
garrison could be relieved or evac- 
uated from the sea by the use of 
combined British and American 
naval forces,” the appendix stated 

The government was informed 
the Chinese government had un- 
dertakn to attack the Japanese 
rear with 10 divisions if the Jap- 
anese atacked Hong Kong. The 
losses suffercd by the Wnited 
States fleet at Pearl Harbor and 
the loss of the British warships 
Repulse and Prince of Wales 
“radically altered. the situation 
and gave to the Japanese. for the 
time heing, command of the China 
seas.” 


Nothing occurred between Sept. 
29, when the decision was made to 
send the expedition, and Oct. 27, 
the date of the departure, to war- 
rant the withdrawal of Canada 
from the responsibility accepted, 
the judge found 

“It was urged by Dr, Drew (Lt.- 
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Drew, nominated by 
Conservative house leader Hanson 
as a commission counsel) that the 
change of government in Japan on 
the 16th of October ought to have 
led the Canadian government to re- 
consider its decision,’ Sir Lyman 
Said. 

“I am satisfied that the Canadian 
government did not overlook the 
significance of events in Japan and 
that they acted under the convic- 
tion that, having regard to the situa- 
tion as they were acquainted with 
it, there was nothing in these events 
that would justify a departure from 
the course they had decided upon. 

“Statemen and = soldiers can 
properly be held accountable for 
a reasonably capable practical 
judgment as to such probabilities 

but not on the assumption that 
they must have had anterior 
knowledge of subsequent events, 

“Thus, after examining all the 
evidence bearing on the question of 
the authorization of the expedition 
I can find no dereliction of duty or 
error in judgment either on the 
part of the government of Canada 
or its military advisers, in the de- 
cision to accept the proposal of the 
United Kingdom to send a Cana- 
dian force to Hong Kong and the 
despatch of the force pursuant to 
that decision.”

This arangement calls for at 


least 20 women daily from Monday 
through Friday. On Saturday the 
members of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce take over and have 
organized groups working every 
Saturday afternoon and _ during 
most of the holidays.

SMALL PAID STAFF 

At the present time there is a 
paid staff of four at the salvage 
depot and two in the office.

Salvage Group Sends 
750,000 Lbs. Materials 
To Munitions Plants

More than 750,009 pounds of supposedly useless ma- 
| terials have commenced their journey to munitions plants 
as the result of the efforts of the Edmonton Salvage Com- 
mittee during the first four months of its activity. Forty- 
two percent of this mountain of material that last year 
would have been destroyed or left lying about to rot, con- 
sisted of paper; 35 per cent was metal; 19 percent was rubber 
and the remainder was made up of varying quantities of

At the moment the committee's 
efforts are concentrated on two ob- 
jectives: the determination to get 
every available bit of scrap rub- 
ber collected, and to put the main 
depot in such shape as to enable 
introduction of the house-to- 
house pickup srevice at the earli- 
est possible date. 

One glance at the congested con- 
ditions at the main depot is suffici-| 
ent to convince one of the dire need | 
of assistance to sort and arrange 
the materials at hand before the 
regular pickups are commenced. 
SERVICE STATIONS HELP 

Every service station in the city 
is acting as a rubber receiving 
depot and the salvage trucks in 
turn, are picking up the accumu- 
lated supplies. 

The progress chart of sales made 
during the early sages of the cam- 
paign indicates that May was the) 
first month in which the campaign | 
really hits its stride. In February | 
the committee sold $25 worth of sal-| 
vage, in March $130 worth, in April 
$400 worth and in May the re- 
turns were $1,300. 

These are the financial returns| 
from the sale of about 100 tons of 
scrap metal, 85 tons of paper, three 
tons of bones, 1200 pounds of fats, | 
20 tons o unclassified salvage, and 
32 tons of rubber.

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The Refunding Problem 


The committee representing holders of 
provincial: bonds is to meet on Monday 
with a committee of the Government in an 
attempt top work out a plan for refunding 
the provincial debt. The matter is of tre- 
mendous importance, involving the inter- 
est rates and the terms of repayment re- 
specting some $121,000,000 of these se- 
curities. 

It is to be hoped that a readjustment 
can be evolved which will be fair and rea- 
sonable alike to the bondholders and to 
the taxpayers. The present position is ob- 
viously not satisfactory to either party, 
and the conference is the result of a de- 
sire on both sides to make an acceptable 
settlement. It will be to the advantage of 
both if this results from the negotiations. 
The proceedings will therefore be watched 
with keen interest, and a sincere desire on 
the part of the public that agreement may 
be reached. 


Where Doesn't Matter 


As one result of the Dutch Harbor 
raid, it is predicted that the defence regu- 
lations will be widened so as to permit 
Canadian reserve forces to be sent to any 
part of this continent, including New- 
foundland and other non-Canadian islands 
in either ocean, 

That should be done, as a matter of 
course. There was never a good reason 
for pretending that ‘the defence of Can- 
ada” could not under any circumstances 
require Canadian troops to cross the bor- 
der of the Dominion, even to help repel an 
attack on Newfoundland, on Greenland, or 
on Alaska. In light of what happened at 
Dutch Harbor and of the plain implications 
therefrom, this parochial view is too ob- 
viously absurd to deceive even those who 
refuse to see that the real defence of Can- 
ada will have to be made in Europe or in 
the Orient. 

An attack or a threatened attack upon 
any part of this hemisphere is a blow at 
the security of Canada. Against such 
attack or threat Canadian defence troops 
should be immediately available, wherever 
the defending may have to be done. 


They Did It Again 


A commando force celebrated the 
second anniversary of Dunkirk by raiding 
the French coast between Boulogne and 
Le Touquet. The raiders stayed ashore an 
hour, shot up some Nazi strong points, got 
enemy troops firing at each other, sank a 
patrol boat, and came away with “slight” 
casualties, having accomplished their mis- 
sion. 

What that particular mission was the 
dispatches do not say. But the incident 
shows, as former raids have shown, that 
even the most closely watched coast in 
Europe is vulnerable to sudden attack, 
even by landing parties. What the Jap- 
anese did at Pearl Harbor was a simple 
trick in comparison with thrusting a body 
of ground troops through the network of 
defences on that Nazi-held coastal region 
and getting them out again. 

Perhaps the general purpose of the 
commando raids is to test the supposed 
“impregnable” defence system the enemy 
has built up along the western shores of 
the occupied countries. In any case these 
are being tested, and found to have loop- 
holes through which traingd men can pene- 
trate. The information will be useful some 
day. Meanwhile, it shows that even the 
Nazis can be taken by surprise.

Leave It To The Provinces 


Three of the provinces have asked the 
Dominion to amend the old age pension 
scheme, The Alberta proposal is that the 
maximum be raised to one dollar per day, 
and the age limit dropped to 60 years. 
Manitoba suggests a maximum of $300 per 
year, with no deduction unless private in- 
come brings the total income of a pension- 
er to more than $425. British Columbia 
Says it is prepared to pay 25 per cent of 
aareves increase the Dominion may agree

These are all western provinces, and 
none of them is comparable to Ontario or 
Quebec in population, taxpaying or parlia- 
mentary representation. But that does not 
invalidate the proposals, nor make them 
impossible of adoption. When the old age 
pension scheme was set up the provinces 
were left to accept or ignore it individual- 
ly as they might choose. +The same ar- 
rangement could be made in amending 
the plan, 

The provinces which are willing to 
bring the position of their pensioners into 
line with present day conditions should not 
be denied because some others may refuse 
to take the like course. Let the provinces 
which refuse—if any do refuse—take the 
onus of doing so, There is no reason why 
the Dominion should incur blame, by de- 
laying action, because of their parsimony. 


Put Hooks In The Law

Those who have loyally observed the 
rules under the voluntary system are en- 
titled to expect that the strictest kind of 
watch will be kept for grabbers under the 
coupon system, and that punishment will 
fall upon violators without regard to fi- 
nancial or social position. Since we are 
going to have to stand the expense of run- 
ning a nation-wide scheme for the official 
doling out of supplies, those who try to 
get more than is due to them must come 
in for certain and severe penalties,

This is an appalling figure and 


doubtless will provide a sort of 


fictitious am- 
munition for op- 
ponents of social 
security and for 
those who would 
postpone any 
elaborate social 
security pro- 
gram. 

As a matter of 
fact, this figure 
is appalling 
only because it 
indicates what 
the delay in Harold L. Weir 
launching an adequate social 
security program is costing the 
ountry. 

If social security were launched 
in Canada on a comprehensive 
and scientific basis, Old Age Pen- 
sions would not cost the public a 
single cent, 

They would not cost the coun- 
try anyhing because young peo- 
ple would begin to contribute .in- 
finitesimal weekly sums to 
Health Insurance, Unemployment 
Insurance and Retirement Allow- 
ances the very minute they be- 
gan to earn money, and out of 
these very small weekly pay- 
ments would be built up funds 
capable of bearing the cost of an 
entire’ social security structure 
without taking one dollar from 
the national treasury. 

Publication of this figure of 
$28,530,907 shows two things: 

1, It shows how urgent is the 
need for a complete overhauling 
of the social security system in 
Canada, and its establishment on 
a new, sound basis, and, 

2. It shows how urgent is the 
need for the launching of an ade- 
quate program right now while 
employment and salaries are at 
a peak in Canada, 


Opposition 


It would be futile to deny that 
a great deal of antagonism to so- 
cial security exists in Canada, 

This antagonism stems from 
two sources: from those who see 
such figures as the above and 
hastily conclude that social 
security is too costly when, as a 
matter of fact, the size of this 
figure merely indicates how poor- 
ly based is the Old Age Pension 
system, 

It stems, in the second place, 
from those who argue that any 
kind of state assistance to the in- 
dividual tends to destroy indi- 
vidual character and authority. 

There is not much to say about 
the first group of objectors, Their 
reasoning is manifestly in error. 

By basing all social security 
measures on individual contribu- 
tion over a period of years, it is 
possible to have security at ab- 
solutely no cost to the state. 

The second group of objectors 
need more careful treatment be- 
cause, in principle, what they say 
is utterly true, 

A spoon - fed generation is 
usually a helpless and useless 
generation, Too much luxury, 
too many comforts, too much 
ease of life are definitely bad 
for anybody. It is possible to 
completely spoil an entire gen- 
eration by sheltering them from 
the hardships and work and 
trials which alone can develop 
self-reliance, courage, initiative 
and character, 


Mistaken 


But where the rugged individ- 
ualists run into error is in the 
Supposition that social security 
relieves a person of any of these 
hardening trials. 

It is absurd to say that the 
prospect Of a secure old age, for 
instance, is vitiating to the char- 
acter when the prospective reci- 
pient himself supplies, over a 
period of years the monetary 
basis of that security. One might 
just as well attack thrift because 
thrift, under favorable circum- 
Stances, provides security and 
freedom from worry. 

Conversely, I have yet to sce 
the individual who was spurred 
to more effective and intelligent 
efforts because of the knowledge 
that a penniless old age lay 
ahead, 

Fear jof sickness, fear of un- 
employment and fear of an indi- 
gent old age are definitely not

The second reason why hopes

that Italy is in it there is only 
Jone possible issue—to play the 
Hitler card 100 per cent. 

The reason is as follows: 

If Hitler wins, Italy’s chances 
of getting a good share of the 
spoils depend upon the extent to 
which she has seconded Ger- 
many’s game up to the moment 
of victory, 

If the Allies win, the situation 
is more complex. These are the 
| possibilities: 

If Italy should sue for a sep- 
arate peace now, she could not 
expect the restoration of her em- 
pire. Moreover, if she did so 
without the consent of Germany, 
she must expect a war on her soil 
between Germany and the Allies, 
in which she would have nothing 
to gain if the Allies won, and 
could expect terrible retribution 
if Germany were successful. (A 
deal with the Allies with Gere 
many’s consent, of course, would 
come under the head of playing 
Hitler’s game). 

On the other hand, if Italy 
waits for a moment when a shift 
on her part might be crucial, the 
value of that shift to the Allies 
will depend upon how strong a 
factor she is in the Axis lineup, 
In other words, the more value 
able Italy makes herself to Ger- 
many, the more she will have to 
offer the Allies, and the more she 
| can ask in exchange. 


Might Collect Soon 


Finally, it is within Germany's 
; power to give Italy the French 
territories she covets, and Laval’s 
inability to deliver to Germany 
the price of retaining French 
territory inviolate makes it look 
at the moment as though she 
might collect soon. 

The Italians are trying to pro- 
mote this last angle by pointing 
out to Hitler the danger of a séc- 
ond front being opened in North 
Africa and perhaps being direct- 
ed towards Italy as well—hence 
the recent Italian broadcasts and 
newspaper stories, stressing the 
| massing of British and American 
| troops in these regions, For her 
defence, Italy pointed out, she

Corsica from France, 

Virginio Gayda, Mussolini’s 
mouthpiece, has stated in the 
Giornale d'Italia that Germany 
Supports Italy's claims fully, This 
/column is able to add that Hitler 
has formally promised these ter- 
ritories to Mussolini. 

Mussolini means to see to it 
that he keeps that promise, and 
he is doing everything in his 
power to make Italy a worthy re- 
cipient, in German eyes, of the 
promised gifts. At this moment 
he is conducting a rigorous purge

Existing Canadian House Shortage 
Likely Grow Increasingly Worse| Hazards To Shower 


Vapor-Proof Paint 
Checks Blistering 


Now that you can see the siding 
of your house in the clear spring 
sunshine, perhaps you realize that 
the winter weather did some dam- 
age to the paint there through con- 
densation, which causes blistering, 
peeling and staining. 

The most effective agent against 
condensation is a vapor barrier in 
the walls. This barrier is virtually 
impossible in a house already built, 
but there are some half measures, 
Try applying at least two coats of 
vapor-proof paint on the room side 
of exterior walls, No paint film is a 
complete vapor barrier, but paints 
having a varnish vehicle, such a5 
good enamel, will do some sealing, 
and thus retard condensation, 

Several super-sealing paints are 
on the market for this kind of pro- 
tection, most of them having a 
Blossy or semi-glossy finish, There 
also is a varnish-base enamel which 
dries with a semi-luster, which is a 
compromise between gloss and dull- 
ness 

Other means of combating con- 
densation are keeping humidity in- 
doors down to 20 per cent when the 
temperature outdoors is below zero, 
down to 30 per cent when it is be- 
tween z@ro and 20 degrees outdoors, 
and down to 40 per cent for outside 
temperature of 20 degrees or above, 
and providing attic ventilation for 
escape of water vapor at the top of 
a heated house.

+ With a serious housing short- 


age existing right across Canada 
and threatening to become even 
worse as war industries continue 
to expand, the Dominion cannot 
afford to discontinue its National 
Housing Act or permit this legis- 
lation to become inactive, accord- 
ing to municipal and social wel- 
fare authorities. Government 
housing plans reach only limited 
areas and do not provide a prac- 
tical solution to the present emer- 
gency, officials state. 

Speaking in Montreal recently, 
Sydney Maslen, secretary of the 
housing committee of the New York 
Community Service and chairman 
of the U.S. National Committee of 
Housing Associations, declared that 
the present housing shortage in both 
the U.S. and Canada is likely to 
grow worse instead of better unless 
relieved by large scale housing 
schemes which can provide per- 
manent homes which will, in peace- 
time, replace existing slums, Cana- 
dian authorities added the comment 
that if that statement is true of the 
United States, where vast housing 
developments are now under way, 
it is even more true in Canada. 

Under the National Housing Act 
homes have been built by private 
owners across the country, and 
there is a need for the building to 
be continued today. 
materials and labor, builders admit, 
must be considered, but in the case 
of low cost dwellings those prob- 
Jems are not acute at present. Most 
restrictions apply to plumbing and 
heating equipment, but manufactur 
ers and supply houses have recently 
advertised to the effect that while 
the range of these products is now 
limited, there are nevertheless suf- 
ficient materials available to meet 
present and likely needs in the near 
future, “There are lots of bath- 
tubs still available,” one distributor 
Stated, “although it may be imposs- 
ible to buy a pink one to match the 
window curtains.”

PHOTO IS CALLED PHONY 


PROPAGANDA 
OSTON, June 6—A photograph 
Appeared several days ago 


Showing Max Schmeling shaking 
hands with Georges Carpentier in 
Occupied Paris. The pale Parisian 
We sports historians used to refer to 
@s “The Orchid Man” looked young 
and trim and thin as a sophomore, 
but the more interesting part of the 
Photograph was the former “Black 
Uhlan,” His haberdashery was im- 
Maculate, and expensive of cut. 
It may have been a propaganda 
photograph, purposely dressed to 
give the impression that all is 
well in the interior of Germany, 
but whether faked or real, Der 
Mox seemed dressed in the height 


of fashion, and the fashion 
seemed to have considerable 
height. 


The caption said that Schmeling 
had been moved into Paris to super- 
vise boxing in that particular area. 
The role of Carpentier wasn't made 
but, presumably, he’s 
atuck in the place, and has to make 
the best of if, At last reports, he 
‘was operating a bar in that general 
vicinage, The German implication 
was that he was greeting the former 
German world champion with open 
arms, Carpentier might have a dif- 
ferent story to tell if he were in 
this land and freed from the tenta- 
cles of the German Gestapo, 


CARPENTIER NEVER HAD 
CHANCE WITH DEMPSEY 

Both these boxers were pretty 
awell citizens when they cam- 
paigned on our shores, What they 
are in the circumstances that cur- 
rently surround them may be some- 
thing entirely else. Carpentier, a 
French air force ground mechanic in

Tunney's face was a study of dis- 
gust and distaste as he slugged it 
out to the finish. Everybody who 
saw that fight knew that Tunney 
was no finisher and was henceforth 
nobody to rate with the great names 
of this grisly profession, 

So far as the German, Schmel- 
ing, goes, most of us in the busi- 
ness all liked that youngster and 
felt sorry for him, He was com- 
ing along in his profession just 
when Hitler was coming along as 
the new and fantastic head of his 
particular fatherland. In_ those 
days, we still held to the theory 
that the law of sportsmanship 
transcended those of the nation- 
alistic variety. Schmeling was in 
something of a jam because he 
had a Jew, Joe Jacobs, of whom 
all of us were fond, handling his 
pugilistic business, 

And Schmeling seemed to stick 
to Jacobs despite the anti-Semitic 
excitement in his home country. 
Furthermore, Schmeling seemed to 
be right smart of a fist fighter, 

He was an odd stick, especially in 
the matter of his training. Instead 
of doing road work, for instance, he 
set two stakes in the ground on the 
lawn of his cottage and mgrched 
back and forth between them for 
hours. That was that German pre- 
cision and drudgery. If we'd known 


right hand sock he exploded 
against the concrete chin of the 
ruthless Dempsey in the second 
round of that program at Jersey

Your Baby and Mine

Many a mother complains un- 
happily that her children lack con- 
fidence in themselves. “They could 
do things if they would try,” she 


explains, “But they are timid with 
Strangers, They are afraid of new 
things. They say, “I can’t” before 


they even try.” 

These mothers feel their chil- 
dren have been born with this char- 
acteristic and point out relatives 
who are just like them. They fail 
to see the relationship between the 
child's present acts and his past 
experiences. 

What is self-confidence? It is 
faith and trust in one’s own abilities 


and a “sanguine expectation” of 
success. A child builds up such 
faith in himself through experi- 
mentation, He tries something and 


fails but is bolstered with the be- 
lief that if he tries again he will 
succeed, So he tries again and 
succeeds, It remains for the par- 
ent to see that he tries only such 
things as ultimately he can do 
rather than to wither hig self- 
confidence by allowing him to try 
tasks manifestly impossible to him. 

Mothers are far from guiltless in 
promoting this distrust in the child's 


powers. “Oh, let me put on that 
stocking. It would take you for- 
ever.” Instead say, “You're a little 


slow now but you'll get on to it 


some with a sad look on their faces 
Which indicated that they were 
here to fill in time. This moment, 
Angela said, smiling to herself, is 
fraught with destiny.

Every day's menu must include 
plenty of vegetables, fruits and 
milks; a satisfying amount of -fish 
or cheese; eggs used often; and 
plenty of unrefined foods like whole 
;wheat and brown bread, oatmeal, 


corn bread. 
Women who work mustn't be 
afraid to eat sweets and starches 


and fats, Those foods supply needed 
energy. Women in industry mustn't 
be afraid of adding a few ounces of 
| weight, They need such a reserve. 

Some sweets and starches, of 
course, are better than others be- 
cause they have the added protece 
tive qualities of minerals and vitae 
mins. Molasses is such a one, the 
second richest source of iron which 
the body needs, second only to liver. 
Whole wheat flour is another—it is 
one of the very rich sources of 
vitamin B-1. 


RICH CORN MUFFINS 

A quarter of a cup of sugar, 2 
eggs, 1 cup milk, '2 cup butter, 
melted, 1 2-3 cups sifted flour, 2-3 
cup corn meal, '2 teaspoon salt, 244 
teaspoons baking powder 

Mix sugar, beaten eggs, milk, and 
melted butter together. Sift flour, 
corn meal, salt and baking powder, 
Add liquids, stirring only enough to 
mix.
